God's ullimatum to humanity -is 
“Ye must be born again.” Wagon- 
loads of sermons have been preached 
on St. John 3, verse 5, identlfying 
“born of water” with baptlamal re- 
reneration. The phrase has no re- 
ference whatever to baptism. Amon 
must be generated before he can be 
regenerated, and “born of water” 
refers to physical birth. Every suc- 
cessful birth inn water olrth, A dry 
birth usuatly kills elther the child or 
the mother. If regeneration were by 
baptism, the Atonement would 
utterly nullifed. Jesus Christ was 
baptised, but not for regencration, 
Anain, the dying penitent thjet had 
Christ's promlse of salvation without 
one drop of water belng put upon 
lim. Baptismal regeneration, of o 
theory, Js not Christian at all, but 
vriginated = with the Babylonian 
mysteries, under the rites of which 
initiates were odmitted first by con- 
fession to a succession of priests, and 
then by being thrown bodily into a 
whirling torrent. If the initiate sur- 
wived and reached the other side, he 
wos a new man. : 

Christ said that the Holy Spirit 
shall convict men “of sin, because 
they belleve not’on me.” The work 
of the Holy Spirit 1s to convince men 
not of offences such ns the law of the 
land and the Pollee can deal with, 
but of the crime (of rejecting the 
Blood of Jesus Christ to wash away 
thelr sins. . 

About thirty years ago a prominent 
Anglican preacher In New York sald 
“This matter of the new birth and 
of spiritual regencration 50 frequently 
eycken of by evangelicals is not as 
they represent it, but Js a alow pro- 
cess, A man may take yearo to ate 
tuin regencration.” 

What would such a man say to a 
thlef who admitted stealing a hundred 
dollars a day from the Bank who 
employed him, and who longed to be 
cured of the urge to steal? Would 
he advise him, ‘To-morrow, try 
stealing only 09 dollars, the next day 
take only 08, the following day 97, 
nnd so on. If they don’t send you 
to the penitentlary or shoot you, you’ 
may breals the habit by the time the 
hundred days is up?” God can and 
dees save a man, and utterly remove 
the very desire to steal instantly. A 
young fellow of 24 named Harry 
Munroe came into the Pacific Garden 
Mission in Chicago one evening, with 
o kit of burglary tools under his arm. 
He just wanted to. kill time until he 
could. commence his burglarious 
operations. He was saved thnt even- 
ing, later, became the leader of that 
Mission, and was - instrumental in 
lending to Christ such men os Bly 
Sunday, the great baseball player, and 
Melvin Trotter, 

To make a living soul out of the 
dust of the carth ts Indeed a miracle, 
but to take oa Meentious, drunken 
thief and to breathe into him Christ 
is a far greater miracle of the Holy 
Spirit. Salvation is a revelation to 
man, not an explanation by man. 
Salvation outdistances nll philosophics 
and all vocabularies of carth.

MEDICINE 


Excuse For Chastising 
A Mui-Tsai 


Appearing before Mr. R.A. D. 
Forrest at the Central Magistrocy 
yesterday on charges of keeping on 
unregistered mul-tsaf on January %, 
{l-treating and subjecting the girl to 
a form of punishment, and assaulting 
her in such a manner as to cause her 
unnecessary suffering and injury, Li 
Ysun-ming, 40, unemployed, and his 
wife, Yan Yik-hung, 40, both of No. 
40 Eastern Street, denied the charges, 
and claimed that they did not know 
the girl was a muttsal. She had 
been presented to them by second de- 
fendant's father, and had been treat- 
ed ag n member of the family. 

Mr. H. W. Fraser, of the Secre- 
tarlat for Chinese Affairs, prosecuted. 

The mul-tsal, Li Shun-hop. alias 
Yuet Yung, aged 12, sald that she hnd 
been sold to defendants for the sum 
of $70, Canton currency. They brought 
her to Hongkong recently and she 
was given the work of servant girl. 
She did not, however, cook any meals 
for the defendants. No other ser 
vant was employed in the house, She 
received no wages, but received sum- 
clent to cat and was moderately 
clothed. 

On January 6, sccond defendant 
ordered her to boll some medicine 
over n fire, She did so, and mean- 
time second defendant went out, 
When she thoupht that the medicine 
was ready she took it off the fire and 
brought it to first defendant, who 
drank It, A short while later he 
called her and after scolding her, beat 
her with a feather duster. 


When ‘second defendant returned, 
continued witness, she ulso scolded 
and bent her, with a piece of fire- 
wood, Li said she did not know why 
she was kenten, but ran out. into the 
strect for help, and a8 4 result a 
complaint was made at the Secre- 
tariat for Chinese Affalrs the follow- 


ing day. 
Had o Relapse 


First defendant said that he had 
been suffering from on nilment for 
some time, and a Chincse doctor had 
preseribed some medicine for him. 
This medicine was to be bolled for 
n certain length of me. On the day 
in question he Instructed the girl todo 
this, but after he drank the medicine, 
which had not been prepared 
according to ‘his Instructions, he had a 
relapse, and therefore Jost his temper. 
He did not beat her but only scolded 
her.. He did not treat the girl us a 
mutetsat but as one of the family. 
Defendant added that he had o son 
who was seriously {1 with pneumonia 
in hospital. 

"Second defendant claimed that 
when she returned . home, from the 
hospital she discovered her husbahd 
was suffering from a relapse. She 
further discovered that in her 
absence, everything was in disorder. 
She scolded the girl but was in return 
scolded by complainant. She then 
Uhreatened to heat the girl, but was 
herself hit with a plece of firewood. 
She then lost her temper and hit the 
girl. : 

Defendant claimed her son wis 
serlously ill in hospital and that ‘she 
was nursing him there. She stayed 
{n the hospital during the day and 
returned home at night, 

- In-convicting, the Magistrate fined 
first defendant $5 on the charge ‘ot 
keeping an unregistered mu teat, 
Second defendant was fined $10 on 
two of the charges, keeping an un- 
registered mui-tsai . and assaulting 
her. Mr, Forrest remarked that there 
must have been an assault, though 
it might not be Ocscribed as gross ill- 
treatment. He added that os o ren 
Cugee, the girl had been well treated: 
so far os clothes and food were con~- 
cerned, and had it not been for the 
fact that she had been ill-treated, he 
would huve cautioned and discharged 
the couple. He, would impose a 
small fine because second defendant 
had: to nurse her child, sertously ill 
in hospital.

Chief Justice On The 
Need For Discipline 


Pleading: puilty to two charges of 
uttering forged cheques drawn on the 
Shanghal Commercial and Savings 
Bonk Ltd,, for sums of $1,500 Na- 
tional currency on December 1, 1938, 
and $8000 National currency on 
December 5, Tseng Yik-tak, a 17- 
yenr-old youth, wis sentenced to 
three years’ hard labour by the Chief 
Justice, Sir Atholl MacGregor, at the 
Criminal Sesslons yesterday. 

Mr. H. Somerset Fitzroy, instructed 
by Mr. C. A. S, Russ, appeared for 
Tsent, while Mr, J, Whyatt, Crown 
Counsel, prosecuted, 

Tseng was alleged to have been 
one of a large party of men who 
boarded no junk off Namsha, while it 
was on passage from Canton to Tonge 
kon, and robbed a merchant, Wu 
Hol-shun, of a suitcase in which was 
money, a cheque book, and a chop, 
as well as other property, on October 
25, The defendant was said to have 


‘diminished by half, uwings to the unt- 


come to Hongkong, and tere drew 
n cheque for $1,500, Wu discovered 
thin on froing to the {kk to report 
hia Joss, ond gave instructions that 
if any further cheques were tendered 
in his name, the person tendering 
them shotild be arrested. Tsens was 
arrested when he attempted to eash 
the second cheqte, 


Mr, Fitzroy sald that he had had 
‘an apportunity to see accused, and 
had told him that there was no 
possible defence to the charges. 
Counse) had necordingly advised him 
to plead gullty, 


Two witnesses were called by the 
defence to give evidence as to charne- 
ter, Lau Yuk-Jam, a cousin of the 
accused, and Tse Man-shu, head- 
master of a school in Shamshuipo, 
where the defendant had formerly 
been.a pupil, both declared that 
Tseng bore a good chiracter, 


Pleading in mitimation, Mr, Fitzroy 
satd that aecused had been a resident 
of the Colony for some time, and had 
been educated here. Towards the 
beginning of 1937, he left school and 
went to Canton, where he joined a 

‘ milttary academy, “ond = remained; 
there until nearly the end of ast 
yeor, He then ‘joined, the ‘Chinese 
Army, and was one of several men 
who were separated from thelr de- 
tachment during an alr-raid in Can- 
ton, when they scattered ‘and sought 
shelter, About this time, the Japan- 
ese forees were approaching: Canton, 
and ‘Tren und the others with him 
decided to pct away ns far as they 
could, 


They accordingly made for Nomeha, 
und it was while there that a bund 
of men came along, and defendant 
and his friends were perstaded to 
aeccompiuny them on a raid on the 
junk Ino whieh owas comploinant. 
Tseng, known fo the men to be from 
Hongkons, wis ussd by them os the 
one who could most easily obtain 
the money from ine dank by means 
of the cheque book, The money was 
drawn and divided out, and Tsenyt 
was told that he could recoup himself 
by golns to the banks again and draw. 
ing another cheque. 


Plea for Leniency 


Counsel pleaded = for leniency, 
pointing out that the adcfendant had 
been uscd by people, and there was 
no question of him being one of the 
leaders of the band, as alleged by 
Wu, since there were several olherg 
who were older than chim. | Counsel 
also reminded .the Court of the de- 
fendant’s nge. 


Mr, Whyatt said that the police had 
no record against the accused, 


Passing sentence; his Lordship ‘re- 
mariced that he would have attached 
due welght to the testimony of 
character given by the cousin and 
headmaster had he been able to 
accept them. "What I know of your 
life since you eft school has con- 
vinced me that nelther home influ- 
ence nor school life has left any Ime 
provement on: you whatsoever. You 
Joined the Army at a time when 
discipline was most needed, and when. 
you should have remained ot your 
post, you ranjso fur that you missed 
your detachment; and instead of 
joining the next nearest military de- 
tachment, you chore to use the armn 
provided you by the Government to 
rob and pillage, Discipline is what 
you want, and you are golng to get it. 
You will Mnd the way you ore golng 
is hard and strict, and you williave 
no opportunity. to run away when 
frightened or tired. The only thing 
that can be said In your favour is 
your youth, and I_ have taken that 
into consideration.” 

A sum of $800 National currency, 
which was found fn the accused's 
possession after his arrest, was ore 
dered to bo handed over to com- 
plainant,

Foul Slavery 


MOST perturbing state of 

affairs is revealed by the 
statistics published in the Final 
Edition of the “Telegraph” yes- 
terday, showing the extent of 
the increase in vice and slavery 
in Hongkong since the Govern- 
ment ended the practice of 
licensing houses. 

The most serious revelation is 
that departmental and other 
officials are hamstrung in their 
efforts to rescue young girls 
from enforced immorality by 
lack of suitable accommodation 
foy segregating them once they 
are taken off the street. Quite 
apart from these unfortunate 
girls, it is revealed that there is 
no Remand: Home available for 
girls. under the age of sixteen 
years who arc the subject of 
Magisterial proceedings, and it 
appears that, unlike boys, the 
only place to which they can be 
sent is prison. 

The statistics published by the 
“Telegraph” yesterday indicate 
that, of 26,000 women who have 
become victims of the . vicious 
system of immorality that has 
developed so alarmingly in 
Hongkong, approximately 30 per 
cent, are children under the age 
of 18 years. There is something 
appalling in the fact that, of this 
30 per cent., approximately 4,000 
children are of the tender ages 
of from twelve to sixteen years. 
Many of these. children, just 
reaching their teens, have. be- 
come prostitutes by compulsion. 

If, as itis claimed, officials of 
the ~ Seeretarint for Chinese 
Affairs and private welfare 
workers are prevented from 
rescuing these children chiefly 
because Government has not, or 
will not, provide a suitable home 
in which they could be segregat- 
ed, a drastic and immediate 
revision of policy seems called 
for. We are told that scores of 
young children are being added 
each month to the thousands 
already lost: something must be 
done to stop this foul slavery 
that is growing so alarmingly in 
our community.

The Navy is fuced with a formida- 
ble task in bullding up the Fleet Air 
Arm ata time when all the services 
are expanding. Even the floating 
branch of the Navy, which in nor- 
mal times might have helped the alr 
branch by transferrin personnel, 


now wants to keep all its engine- 
room artificers and to get mare, 


The problem has three sub- 
divisions—namely, pilots, observers, 
and mechanics. For years past all 
the observers have been naval per- 
sonnel and mostly oMfcers, so there 
is here no question of replacement, 
only of expansion. Of the pilots in 
the Fleet Air Arm. 70 per cent were 
naval oflicers at the; time when it 
was decided to transfer the arm from 
the Air Ministry to the Admiralty, 
so that only 30 per cent had to be 
replaced, though again expansion 
complicated the matter. 


MECHANICS 

The most serious business is the 
provision of alr mechanics, for 
hitherto the RAF. has provided all 
the N.C,O.s and men needed on the 
catricrs and the cutapult ships to 
maintain the aircraft, engines, arma- 
ment, and electrical and wireless in- 
stallations in proper order. The 
Navy, starting from zero, has now 
to repluce the whole of the RAF. 
maintenance personnel with naval 
personnel. Of course It can only be 
done gradually, and the new naval 
alr mechanics have to be sent 
through the R.A.F. schools of techni- 
eal training. It wilt be several 
years before the process hns been 
completed. 

When Jt has been completed a new 
question will arise, Tho RAF. is 
expanding also, and to have to train 
naval mechanics us well us its own 
men Increases {its burden. In the 
future, with it be best for the pre- 
sent system to continue, or for the 
Admiralty to establish Its own tech- 
nical schools? 

As of general principle I should 
hold that n common system of train- 
ing would be the soundest policy as 
well as the most economical for the 
country. Tho Alr Ministry remains 
the Minisiry of alreraft supply, 
which I cunsider the most satis- 
factory arrangement. But If it 
should happen that Fleet. aircraft 
came to diverge seriously from 
RAF, types some other system 
might have to be considered: Car- 
tlers and catapults Impose Imita- 
tions on alrcraft design, I cannot 
concelve that the needs of the two 
services In nero engines will be very 
diverse, and 
need for separate schools for fitters,

This ~ is 
ideally the best system and the most 
economical, The principles and 
practice of clementary flying train- 
ings are under the charge of the 
RAF. Central Flying School, and 
they could hardly be improved. It 
would be a loss if the Fleet Alr Arm 
were to break away from the C.F.S. 
organisation. The only reason for 
having separate elementary schools 
would be if the R.A. could not 
cope with the: numbers of pilot 
pupils for both services, and this 
does not seem likely to happen, al- 
though there may be some temporary 
pressure. Netheravon is the school 
where naval pilots are taught ele~ 
mentary flying, but lately the Ad- 
miralty hos decided to train some 
Royal Naval Volunteer’ Reserve 
oflicers us pilots, and it has not yet 
been decided where they are to be 
taught to fly. 


Finally, there is the question of 
uerodromes for the. naval plots. 
This is. not a question of training. 
When fully trained they have to keep 
in ‘constant practice, ‘and it is not 
practicable to do all thelr flying from 
carriers. They must have = shore 
acrodromes, Four stations are to be 
hinnded over forthwith by the Air 
Ministry to the Admiralty, and these 
are Lec-on-Solent, Ford, near Little- 
hampton, Worthy Down, near Win- 
chester, and Donibristle, on the Fife 
shore of the Firth of Forth. These 
wilt not long suffice for the necds of 
the Flect Alr Arm, and in due course 
the Admiralty will have to acquire 
more Jand acrodromes, ond probably 
overseas as well as at hone.

—players not to employ Illegal tac- 
ties In the fleld of play, Fortun- 
ately, these appeals have in most 
cases been effective, and it is now 
one of the most pleasant features of 
local soceer that rough play is. very 
seldom seen.

For the first 
time in the history of socecr In that 
tity, a warning: against rough play 
nnd the employment of HMlegal tac- 
tics has been issued by the Shang- 
hni Football Association. As oa 
sequel to recent Incidents, the As- 
sociation has found it incumbent to 
caution all clubs, and in a strongly- 
worded notice, the threat to sus-

Dahn Singh, of the Kumaon Rifles, 
said he-was on sentry duty in Matau- 
chung Camp on January 2.

{In No. 1 Post at 3.45 p.m, and saw 
three men leaving a washroom, about 
25-to 30 yards away from him. He 
saw one of those three men attempt- 
ing to crawt through the barbed wire. 
The other two men threw stones -at 
him, He shouted to the men to slay 
clear of the wires, but no heed was 
paid. 

, Referring to tie, crawling man, 
witness sald: “Because he did not 
listen to my shouts, I fircd o shot at 
him. He was attempting to escape, 
and fell down os he received the shot. 

Witnesa further said that. there 
wero no Europeans or other persons 
standing outslde the wires of the 
camp when the shooting occurred. 
When he tent on duty he was given 
certain ordera which he understood 
perfectly. ‘To reach his post he had 
to climb a ladder 10 to 12 fect high. 

Mr. Himsworth explained to inem- 
bers of the Jury that the police were 
unable to call the two men who were 
with deceased to testify, because one 
of them hnd escaped sinc? the inci- 
dent, and the other had not been

FRANCE BUILDS 
SPEEDY PLANE 


PARIS, Jan. 19. 

A NEW: FRENCH pursuit 
plane, the De Voitine D.520, 
was demonstrated in a trial 
flight to-day before experts of 
the French Air Ministry. 

The new plane is fitted with 
a 910 hp. Hispano-Suiza 
engine, and has a maximum 
speed of 327 miles an hour, 
which Is 30 miles an hour more 
than the top speed of -the 
present type of French chasers. 

A second plane of the same 
type is now under construction 
with a 1,000 h.p. engine, re- 
ported to be capable of 370 
miles per hour. 

The plane demonstrated to- 
day was constructed within 
6,000 working hours, and is

MOST perturbing state of 

affairs is revealed by the 
statistics published in the Final 
Mlition of the “Telegraph” yes 
terday, showing the’ extent of 
the inerease in vice and slavery 
dn Ifongkong since the Govern- 
ment ended the practice of 
Jieensing houses.

Bomb Outrage At Tralee 


MOUNTAIN

Chamberlain’s Son 
Not Perturbed 


DUBLIN, Jan, 1). 

HE story of an alleged 

attempt to bomb a hotel 
at Tralee at which the 25- 
year-old son of Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain is residing, 
was an attempt to make a 
mountain out of a mole hill, 
according to the Depart- 
ment of Justice, which 
issued a statement on the 
incident to-night.

MOST perturbing state of 

affairs is revealed by the 
statistics published in the Final 
Edition of the “Telegraph” yes- 
terday, showing the extent of 
the increase in vice and slavery 
in Hongkong since the Govern- 
ment ended the practice of 
Jieensing houses. 

The most serious revelation is 
that departmental and other 
officials are hamstrung in their 
efforts to rescue young girls 
from enforeed immorality by 
lack of suitable accommodation 
for segregating them once they 
are taken off the strect. Quite 
apart from these unfortunate 
girls, it is revealed thut there is 
no Remand Home available for 
girls under the age of sixteen 
years who are the subject of 
Magisterial proceedings, and it 
appears that, unlike boys, the 
only place to which they can be 
sent is prison. 

The statistics published by the 
“Telegraph” yesterday indicate 
that, of 25,000 women who have 
become victims of the vicious 
system of immorality that has 
developed so alarmingly in 
Hongkong. approximately 30 per 
cent. are children under the age 
of 18 years.. There is something 
appalling in the fact that, of this 
30 per cent., approximately 4,000 
children are of fhe tender ages 
of from twelve to sixteen years. 
Many of these children, just 
reaching their teens, have be- 
come prostitutes by compulsion. 

If, as it is claimed, officials of 
the Secretarint for Chinese 
Affairs and private welfare 
workers are prevented from 
rescuing these children chiefly 
because Government has not, or 
will not, provide a suitable home 
in which they could be segregat- 
ed, a drastic and immediate 
revision of policy seems called 
for. We are told that scores of 
young children are being added 
each month to the thousands 
already lost: something must be 
done to stop this foul ‘slavery 
that is growing so alarmingly in 
our community.

on averages for 0 minimum 
specified score events. 


Cotton played the required mini-+ 
mum of sixteen rounds, for which 
hia avernge wos 72.97, And ‘yet, 
not only did he fail to wln one of 
the scheduled tournaments, but was 
unsuccessful in every event In 
which he competed in this country. 

Such o situation {s, of course, 
anomalous, and {t comes oa no sur- 
prise to learn that the body res- 
ponsible for the award of the Var- 
don trophy has adopted a different 
method for .the future. . 

It would be thought that elther 
m. A. Whitcombe, winner of the 
Open champlonship, or Perry, who 
captured most of the principal 
events, would be the champion of 
the year.

It is understood that Senor Del 
Vayo pressed for condemnation of 
the Totalitarlan States before the 
Committee, of Six, composed of re- 
presentatives of Spain, Russia, 
France, Britain, Belgium, and 
Sweden, but only a vague resolution 
was drawn up concerning the bom- 
bardment of open towns, which will 
bexdiscussed ut the meeting of the 
Councit and submitted to the public 
mecting of the Council to-morrow. 

At a private meeting of six Pow- 
ers, Latvin, France, Yugo-Slavia 
Brituin, China, and Russia, Dr. 
Wellington Koo pressed his‘ demands 
for sanctions ngainst Japan, but the 
meeting reached no agreement, and 
the League Council was left to dis- 
cuss the matter further. It is un- 
derstood that the Council is opposed 
to pressing China's claims through 
the Lengue, preferring to await the 
result of the diplomatic notes sent 
by Britain and France to Japan.—
